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GOVERNMENT COLLECTION OF 
COTTONSEED STATISTICS. 


A bill has been introduced into Con- 
gress by Representative Scarbrough, of 
South Carolina, to amend the Perma- 
nent Census Bureau law of 1902, so as 
to provide specially for the collection 
of statistics relating to cotton. The 
full text of the proposed amendment 
appeared on page 39 of the last issue 
of the Reporter, but its provisions may 
be recapitulated briefly as requiring 
every ginner to furnish to the repre- 
sentative of the bureau, weekly, from 
Sept. 1 to March 1, a record of the 
number of pounds of cotton ginned, 
while the crushers of cottonseed are 
similarly required to report the number 
of pounds of seed consumed. Failure 
to comply with the provisions of the 
law, by refusal to furnish the informa- 
tion when called for, is made a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine of $500 
or imprisonment for a period not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both. 

The power of the government to en- 
force any such penalty for refusal to 
divulge the statistics of a business in 
which it has no interest to protect, is 
questionable, but there should be no 
necessity for such penalty. The mere 
provision of a bureau for the collection 
of these statistics, under such control 
as insures their being properly guard- 
ed, should be welcomed by every 
crusher, ani indeed by every one else 
interested in cotton. The largest cor- 
porations, which are able to have rep- 
resentatives in every section of the cot- 
ton belt, now keep reasonably well in- 
formed as to the extent of the crop, the 
marketable amount of seed, and its 
movement. But the smaller crushers 
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and refiners, and others who operate 
in any of the products of cotton, have 
no trustworthy guide for their opera- 
tions, and the planters themselves are 
even more completely in the dark. The 
Reporter was for many years able to 
compile the statistics of the cottonseed 
industry with satisfactory accuracy, 
and to the benefit of all interests. With 
the rapid multiplication of mills, how- 
ever, it became impossible to secure 
such general response as was necessary 
to make the statistics of real value, 
and at the best they were only obtain- 
able after the close of the crush. We 
have persistently advocated an effort 
by the Interstate and other associa- 
tions to establish a statistical bureau, 
but the project has not received the 
encouragement necessary to make it 
effective, because of want of apprecia- 
tion on the part of the crushers them- 
selves of the benefit which they would 
personally derive from the compilation 
and publication of such statistics. If 
the work can be accomplished by a 
government bureau, it will be more 
comprehensive than even a trade asso- 
ciation could make it, but.we have no 
idea that the information sought for 
can ever be secured by compulsion, It 
is to be hoped, however, should the bill 
pass, that crushers and ginners will 
alike feel an interest in making it oper- 
ative, and the statistics from the gins 
alone will afford some data, at least, 
upon which to predicate operations in 
seed and its products. 
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SAFETY OF PETROLEUM FUEL. 


The oil preducers in California are 
just at present considerably exercised 
over the efforts being made by alarm- 
ists and some parties having an axe to 
grind which have for their object the 
enactment of laws to restrict the use 
of fuel in that State to grades which 
will not flash under 150 deg. F. The 
question of safety to life and property 
should be, of course, the first consider- 
ation, but there are few crude oils which 
have so high flash test, and experience 
shows that where proper safeguards are 
provided for the storage of supplies oils 
showing a much lower flash test have 
been found more satisfactory and have 
not been regarded as at all dangerous. 
The accidents thus far reported have 
been due to gross carelessness and in 
such hands the heavier oil would prove 
the more dangerous, as its use in cold 
weather necessitates heating, and that 
process intrusted to a careless em- 
ploye, who might allow the tempera- 
ture to rise above the flashing point, 
would result as disastrously as would 
the use of an oil having a flash point 
of 110 deg. or 100 deg. if not properly 
safeguarded. The act now before the 
California Legislature provides:— 

All oil used in boilers as fuel, for the 
purpose of making steam, shall be crude 
petroleum, and shall stand a flash test of 
at least one hundred and fifty degrees 
(150°) Fahrenheit. This section applies 
only to cities, and does not apply to boil- 
ers used at the wells for operating pur- 
poses or to railroad locomotives. 

The ordinance under consideration by 
the governing body of San Francisco 
is similar and reads as follows:— 

No crude petroleum, distillate oil, or 
any of the products of petroleum, shall 
be used for fuel purposes within the 
limits of the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco, unless the same shall stand a flash 
test of 150° Fahrenheit, or better, before 
it will flash or emit an inflammable vapor. 

The ‘‘milk in the coacoanut” may be 
found in the fact that the various fields 
of California produce both light and 
heavy oils and it is charged that those 
interested in the fields producing heavy 
oil have started a campaign to induce 
such legislation as will preclude the use 
of the light oil for fuel purposes, their 
first efforts being to arouse public sen- 
timent by alarming reports of the 
dangers attending the use of an oil 
showing a comparatively low flash 
test. The heavy oil shows a flash 
test varying from 120 deg. to 140 deg., or 
even 150 deg., but in order to use this 
oil in boilers and on locomotives it is 
necessary to apply heat to raise the 
temperature of the oil. The light oils, 
which are sufficiently fluid for use 
without heating, show a flash point 
varying from 100 deg. to 120 deg. The 
production of heavy oil in California 
last year is estimated at 13,000,000 bar- 
rels, while that of light oil was about 
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8,000,000 barrels. As is well known the 
use of crude oil for fuel purposes has 
long since ceased to be an experiment, 
and few oils have been used in this 
country or abroad showing a higher 
flash test than 110 deg., and much of 
the crude considerably below this, and 
yet the number of accidents has been 
remarkably small, and were due to 
carelessness in handling or storage.

QUININE MARKET FIRMER. 


There is a much better feeling in the 
quinine market at present, and, al- 
though there is no talk of an advance 
in manufacturers’ prices, second hands 
are firm in their views, and it is doubt- 
ful if Java quinine could be obtained 
much below the fractional advance 
noted in last week’s market report. 
The strong tone which pervades the 
market just now, is due toan improved 
demand here and to higher values for 
cinchona bark and quinine in London. 
carly in the week an advance of three 
cents an ounce in the prices of the 
minor salts, was announced by manu- 
facturers, 

On Tuesday the February auction of 
cinchona bark was held at London. 
The offerings, it is understood, were of 
fair size and were nearly all sold. The 
sale went off at a slight advance, the 
average price per unit being one and 
three-eighths penny, comparing with 
previous auctions as shown in the fol- 
lowing table:

There seems to have been a great 
deal of uncertainty regarding the ship- 
ments of cinchona bark from Java to 
Europe during the month of January. 
On January 31 a cable was received in 
the trade here, placing the amount at 
293,500 kilograms. On the following 
Monday, the Reporter received a cable 
from Amsterdam announcing that the 
shipments were 414,000 kilograms. On 
February 9 we had another cable which 
placed the amount at 296,000 kilograms. 
The average for 1902 is about 547,758

MENTHOL DURING 1902. 


Dealers in menthol, in all markets of 
the world, will long remember the year 
1902, for, in that twelvemonth, the arti- 
cle in question performed some unpre- 
cedented commercial antics, not the 
least noteworthy of which was the 
astonishing advance in_ price. of 
course, when the article was first 
brought into the country in any ap- 
preciable quantity. say, about 1882; 
high prices were asked, and a few 
years later when the menthol pencil 
came into vogue as a relief for head- 
aches and similar disorders, up to 
eighteen dollars a pound: was paid; but 
it has been a good many years since 
the price has touched the seven dollar 
mark, which was reached in Octo- 
ber, 1902. The following table shows 
the fluctuations in the price during 
each month of the last four years:—

It was not until June that prices be- 
gan to advance. Previous to that 
lime, values had followed a more or 
less general declining tendency, but in 
June, an unexpectedly heavy demand in 
England, caught holders there short of 
stock and forced them into outside 
markets for supplies, with which to 
meet the calls upon them. Some goods 
were obtained in New York and in 
Hamburg, but efforts to buy in Japan 
met with litttle success, owing to the 
small holdings of Japanese dealers. A 
good crop was looked for, but the new 
goods, of course, would not be ready 
for shipment before October-November. 
The upward tendency continued during 
July and August. London and Ham- 
burg both made purchases here and 
the spot supply became very much re- 
duced, holders being able to obtain, 
practically, any price they asked. Dur- 
ing a single week in September, the 
price rose from five to six dollars and 
at the high prices some good business 
was done. Stocks in Japan were not 
sufficient to supply the demand until 
the arrival of the new crop and Japa- 
nese dealers bought in this market, in 
London and in Hamburg. The failure 
of the crop was reported in October 
and the price went up to seven dol- 
lars. Even at this high figure, the de- 
mand was good, but business was con- 
siderably restricted by the small sup- 
ply held here and in all markets of 
the world. Values eased off a little in 
November, but the year closed firm, 
with all prospects in favor of high 
prices for some time to come. 
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THE WINDOW GLASS SITUA- 


TION. 

Notwithstanding the activity in 
building operations, which has contin- 
ued throughout the winter months and 
increases with the approach of spring. 
the condition of trade in window glass, 
from the jobbers’ standpoint, at least, 
is said to be disappointing. Yet, ac- 
cording to reports from manufacturing 
centers, there has been no hesitation 
shown by the jobbers in taking up al- 
lotments on the last contract made 
with the three associated manufactur- 
ing combinations. These reports fur- 
ther state that stocks, outside of those 
carried by the American Window Glass 
Company, are very light, and accord- 
ing to every present indication, all the 
glass produced at this fire will be need- 
ed for consumption. 

Though there are occasional reports 
of cut prices, the general opinion in 
the trade is that there has never been 
a period when the schedule of prices 
agreed upon by the National Window 
Glass Jobbers’ Association has been s0 
generally lived up to. The inducement 
for cutting is very slight, it is claimed, 
as the difference between cost and 
selling price is too narrow to admit of 
a large enough concession to influence 
sufficient business to make the nar- 
rower margin on the increased volume 
of trade worth while to the cutter. 
Where prices are shaded, the glass is 
said to be the residue of stocks bought 
from manufacturers on a lower basis 
of quotations than those now prevail- 
ing. 

So far as this section of the coun- 
try is concerned, it is understood that 
a special form of organization among 
Eastern jobbers reduces the possibility 
of cut prices to the minimum, as it in- 
cludes nearly all jobbing concerns of 
any importance doing business in 
this section. The basis of the com- 
plaint of unsatisfactory business 
seems, therefore, to be the pres- 
ent possible margin of profit, which 
does not appear to be so much 
the result of supply and demand as the 
product of a necessity for keeping 
prices on domestic glass at a point 
that will discourage foreign competi- 
tion, which is now confined almost ex- 
clusively to sizes which neither the 
manufacturers nor the glass workers 
of this country care to produce—the 
latter because the making of them is 
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not sufficiently profitable from the 
wage earners’ standpoint; and the for- 
mer because insistence upon producing 
such sizes would be provocative of un- 
profitable labor troubles. There has 
been some talk of an advance in man- 
ufacturers’ prices on window glass at 
the beginning of next month, but if 
prices are raised the increase over 
present values will in all probability 
be slight, according to the views of 
well-informed members of the trade.

A total of 115 samples of cream of 
tartar were collected by the medical 
inspectors of the Health Department 
and submitted to Dr. Joseph A. Deg- 
huee, the departmental chemist for 
examination. Of these twenty-nine 
samples were purchased from drug- 
gists and eighty-six from grocers. All 
those purchased at drug stores were 
pure cream of tartar. Forty-nine sam- 
ples obtained from grocers were also 
pure. Thirty-six of the remaining 
thirty-seven were adulterated, while 
the single exception was an out-and- 
out substitution of a single ingredient, 
the supposed cream of tartar being bi- 
carbonate of soda. Of these adulterat- 
ed mixtures’ twenty-one contained 
starch, alum, acid phosphate of cal- 
cium and cream of tartar; ten were ad- 
mixtures of starch, alum, acid phos- 
phate of calcium, without a trace of 
cream of tartar; three samples were 
composed of starch, alum and cream of 
tartar; two were admixtures of alum 
and acid phosphate of calcium, with- 
out cream of tartar, while the last one 
was bicarbonate of soda. é 


Among recent developments under- 
taken at Oneonta, Ala., is a $50,000 
cottonseed oil mill, gin and fertilizer 
factory. Stock has been subscribed for 
locally and the requirements of the 
promoters met. It is expected that 
work will begin in order to have it 
ready for next season's business. 


The United Barium Company, manu- 
facturer of chemical products at Niag- 
ara Falls, has failed. It began volun- 
tary dissolution proceedings in the spe- 
cial term of the Supreme Court in Buf- 
falo a week ago. The attorney for the 
company applied for the appointment 
of receivers to take charge of the 
plant, pending the dissolution proceed- 
ings.

The company was in- 
corporated under the laws of New Jer- 
sey in 1901 with a capital stock of $200,- 
000. About 600 acres of California oil 
land were purchased from W. B. Hicks 
and M. N. Macrate, of New York, who 
later became officers of the company. 
The bill alleges that the concern is 
practically defunct, and a cancellation 
of the 1,350,000 shares is asked from the 
court,

Samuel M. Bauer, president of the 
Peter-Bauer Drug Company, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., died at his home in that city 
on Monday morning, Feb. 9, 1903, from 
typhoid fever, after an illness of four 
weeks. He was 35 years old. 

Mr. Bauer started in business for 
himself about twelve years ago, and 
continued until the formation of the 
Peter-Bauer Drug Company in 1898. He 
was subsequently elected president and 
remained the active head of the busi- 
ness until he was taken ill. He left 
a widow, a son, Jerome, and two 
daughters, Evangeline and Ruth. He 
was widely known and bore an enviable 
reputation as a business man. 


Jobbing Druggists Meet. 


A meeting of the Committee of Job- 
bing Druggists, of the Drug Trade Sec- 
tion of the New York Board of Trade 
and Transportation, was held on Tues- 
day in the Board of Trade rooms, for 
the purpose of discussing the direct 
contract and serial number plan of the 
National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists. The meeting was occasioned by 
the receipt of a letter from Secretary 
Thomas V. Wooten, of the N. A. R. D., 
part of which is printed below:— 


The Executive Committee of our asso- 
ciation, has directed me to say, that it is 
remote from the purpose of the National 
Association of Retail Druggists, to ask 
any other branch of the drug trade to do 
that which it cannot do, or the doing of 
which would be a hardship. However, 
you must admit that the mere fact of 
your having pronounced the provisions of 
the direct contract and serial numbering 
plan impracticable, does not establish that 
they are so, and it is wholly improbable 
the members of our association will be 
convinced, by what you have said, that 
the service that is required of you could 
not be performed in the interest of the 
drug trade as a whole, if a well-directed 
effort were made by the jobbing trade to 
do its share of the necessary work. The 
committee is also impressed with the fact 
that pe grea bulk of the retailers, being 
convince of the _ practicability of the 
pen. enthusiastically favor it, and that a 
arge number of proprietors look upon it 
as wholly feasible. Apparently the only 
persons who doubt its entire feasibility 
are representatives of the jobbing trade. 
If it is true, as you believe, that the plan 
under consideration will not accomplish 
its object, it is useless to undertake the 
correction of the obnoxious features; the 
proper course is to abandon it. If, on 
the other hand, the plan can be rendered 
less objectionable to a portion of the job- 
bing trade, this task should be taken up 
at once, and I am directed to say that the 
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committee will do all in its power to bring | 


about whatever changes the plan is 
susceptible of, that will not lessen its 
a ness in controlling the price-cutting 
evil. 

It will be remembered that at a meet- 
ing held a short time ago the commit- 
tee sent to Mr. Wooten a strong 
protest against the plan, and their atti- 
tude in the matter was reaffirmed at 
Tuesdsy’s meeting in the following 
resolutions :— 

Resolved, That we reaffirm the action 
taken at our last meeting and are op- 
posed to any plan which involves the 
withholding of goods as a penalty. All 
such plans in the past have proven fail- 
ures, and cannot ever succeed, for the 
reason that they are opposed to the im- 
mutable laws of trade. : 

Resolved, That we suggest the adoption 
of a plan similar to that used by the Ster- 
ling Remedy Company. This plan has 
been a success as applied to a_ single 
article, and when in general use, will prob- 
ably minimize the cutting of prices, 
though it may not altogether stop it. 

The plan of the Sterling Remedy 
Company, referred to in the resolu- 
tions, allows a rebate to druggists who 
adhere to the manufacturers’ prices, 
but not to the cutters. The meeting on 
Tuesday was attended by representa- 
tives of Bruen, Ritchey & Co., C. N.

Anti-Trust Bill Passed by House. 


By a unanimous vote, 245 to 0, the 
House on the 7th inst. passed the Anti- 
trust bill. The bill as passed requires 
corporations ‘‘hereafter organized” to 
file returns covering its articles of in- 
corporation, financial composition, con- 
dition, etc., with the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission on penalty of being 
restrained from engaging in _ inter- 
state commerce, prescribes penalties for 
false returns, etc. The commission is 
given authority in its discretion to call 
for similar returns from existing cor- 
porations doing an interstate business. 
The commission is given power to com- 
pel the answer to questions and a fine 
of not to exceed $5,000 is imposed for 
failure to obey the commission in this 
respect. 

Rebates by carriers are made punish- 
able with a fine of not less than $1,000, 
and corporations violating the provi- 
sions of this section are forbidden the 
use of the instrumentalities of inter- 
state commerce. Carriers are prohibit- 
ed from knowingly transporting arti- 
cles produced, manufactured or sold in 
violation of the Sherman Act. In cases 
of prosecutions no person is to be ex- 
cused from testifying on the ground 
that such testimony would tend to in- 
criminate him, but for such testimony 
the witness is not to be prosecuted. 

The circuit courts are given jurisdic- 
tion in cases of violation and it is made 
the duty of the district attorneys to in- 
stitute proceedings to prevent viola- 
tions, and individuals damaged by vio- 
lations are given authority to sue. 
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Cottonseed and Cotton Statistics 
Bill. 
Washington, Feb. 13, 1903. 


The Ways and Means Committee on 
the 11th inst. made a favorable report 
upon a bill recently introduced by Rep- 
resentative Burleson of Texas, which 
provides a simple and thoroughly prac- 
ticable method of securing not only 
an annual census of the production of 
cotton and cottonseed in the United 
States, hut also of determining the 
amount of cotton and seed ginned week 
by week throughout the ginning sea- 
son, which is estimated at approx!l- 
mately 20 weeks. The passage of this 
bill, which is definitely predicted, will 
enable the Director of the Census to 
publish at the end of each week during 
the ginning season the output of both 
cotton and seed during that week and 
the aggregate of both products up to 
date. 
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The superiority of this plan over a 
simple annual census of the industry, 
as proposed by the Scarborough bill, 
the text of which was published in 
these dispatches last week, will be seen 
at a glance. The measure as agreed 
to requires returns to be made only as 
to cotton, but in a statement made to 
the Ways and Means Committee Rep- 
resentative Burleson of Texas, who is 
himself a cotton planter and ginner, 
stated that the statisticians of the 
Census Bureau to determine the seed 
crop will only be required to make a 
simple calculation based upon the pro- 
duction of one ton of cottonseed for 
every two bales of cotton weighing 500 
pounds each returned by the ginners. 
The text of the measure as favorably 
reported to the House, is as follows:— 


“Be it enacted, etc. That there shall be 
levied and collected, after the first day 
of June, nineteen hundred and three, a 
tax of one mill on each bale of cotton 
ginned and baled within the United States. 
That this tax shall be paid by the person, 
firm, corporation, or association of per- 
sons owning or operating the gin at which 
the cotton is ginned or baled, and shall be 
paid at such time, and under such reg- 
ulations. and in the method hereinafter 
provided. That for the purposes of this 
act approximately five hundred pounds of 
lint cotton shall constitute a bale. 

“Sec. 2. That the tax levied by this act 
shall be represented by stamps, in such 
denominations as may be prescribed by 
the Directors of the Census, to be pro- 
vided by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, as authorized by existing law, 
and placed on sale through collectors of 
internal revenue and postmasters through- 
out the United States; and the provisions 
of existing laws governing the engraving, 
issue, sale, accountability, effacement, 
and destruction of stamps relating to to- 
bacco and snuff, as far as applicable, are 
hereby made to apply to stamps provided 
for by this section. 

“Sec. 8. That the Director of the Cen- 
sus shall furnish printed cards, bearing 
the frank of the Census Bureau, in suffi- 
cient numbers, to all persons, firms, cor- 
porations, or associations of persons own- 
ing or operating gins at which cotton 
is ginned and baled, who shall be required 
to report to the Director of the Census 
upon such cards, at such times as he may 
direct the number of bales of cotton 
ginned during the prescribed period; and 
that every person, firm, corporation, or as- 
sociation of persons so reporting shall 
offix to such cards the stamp or stamps 
provided for in section three of this act. 
representing the amount of tax levied 
by section one of this act. The stamp or 
stamps when so affixed must be imme- 
diately canceled in such manner or meth- 
od as the Director of the Census may 
prescribe by regulations. The Director 
of the Census upon receipt of said reports 
shall compile and tabulate them, or cause 
them to be compiled and tabulated, and 
publish the results of such tabulations at 
such times as he may prescribe, 

“Sec. 4. That any owner or operator of 
a gin who shall willfully fail to pay said 
tax in accordance with the terms of this 
act, or shall make an incorrect report to 
the Director of the Census under the pro- 
visions of sanction three of this act, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than fiftv dollars nor more 
than two hundred dollars; and informers 
shall be entitled to one-half of any pen- 
alty or fine collected under this act. 

“Sec. 5. That the purpose of this act 
is to raise revenue sufficient to defray all 
expense incident to the collection of the 
tax provided herein, as well as the as- 
certainment of the number of bales of 
cotton ginned in the United States, as 
same is being produced during the cur- 
rent year. Said sum of money raised by 
this act, when collected and paid into the 
Treasury, is hereby appropriated for said 
purposes, and shall be as long as this act 
continues in force. and same shall be ex- 
pended by the Director of the Census in 
getting such statistical information as will 
enable him from time to time to estimate, 
as near as practicable, the probable pro- 
duction of cotton during the current year. 
The Director of the Census is hereby in- 
structed to immediately prepare such ad- 
ditional regulations for the collection of 
this tax and the carrying out of the 
purposes and the provisions of this act as 
may be needful and necessary. and when 


he has secured the statistical information ° 


provided for herein he shall disseminate 
same for the information of the public 
and the producers of cotton living within 
the United States. 

The favorable report upon the above 
measure was preceded by an interest- 
ing statement made to the Ways and 
Means Committee by the author of the 
bill, which in its original form provided 
that the returns specified should be 
made to the Secretary of Agriculture 
rather than to the Director of the Cen- 
sus. The original bill also provided for 
returns covering the production of 
wheat, but statements made by high 
officials of the Census Bureau and the 
Department of Agriculture satisfied the 
committee that it would not be practi- 
cable to adapt the proposed plan to 
wheat, and hence the provisions relat- 
ing thereto were stricken out. In ex- 
planation of the operation of his meas- 
ure as applied to cotton and the ad- 
vantage, that would be derived by con- 
sumers from the prompt publication of 
reliable reports, Mr. Burleson said:— 

“tnder the provisions of the act mak- 
ing the Census Bureau permanent there 
was a stipulation requiring the Director 
of the Census to annually collect the sta- 
tistics of the cotton production of the 
country as returned bv the ginners’ and 
also reauiring nublication of same week- 
lv, ‘beginning Sentember 1 of each vear 
and continuing till February 1” Under 
the nractice in vogue in the Statistical 
Division of the AgricnuIitural Denartment 
the officials of that division gather similar 
statistics as seen and as accurately as 
they can for the purpose of making publi- 


cation of them, and also for the purpose 
of utilizing them in making up an esti- 
mate of the probable output of cotton for 
the current year. By the methods utilized 
in the Census Bureau it is a very expen- 
sive matter to gather these statistics. Di- 
rector Merriman, in a hearing before the 
commitee of which Mr. Wadsworth is 
chairman (the Committee on Agriculure), 
stated that it would cost $450,000 a year 
to gather the cotton statistics and make 
the weekly statement that is required of 
him by the act making the Census Bureau 
permanent, 

“The principal difficulty which con- 
fronts the statistical division of the Agri- 
cultural Department in gathering statis- 
tics relating to cotton production is to 
get the ginners to make to them any 
statement of the amount of cotton which 
has been ginned. They succeed measura- 
bly; but because of a partial failure 
their statistics are, to that extent, un- 
satisfactory. Under the provisions of this 
bill, which seeks to levy a tax of 1 mill 
upon each bele of cotton ginned at the 
end ot each week or at the end of each 
given period of time to be fixed by the 
Sceretarv of Agriculture the fact can 
be definitely mathematically ascertained 
of the number of bales of cotton which 
have been ginned. 

“Now, this bill seeks to levy a tax, it 
is true, but when you consider the fact 
that on an 11,000,000 bale crop of cotton, 
which is worth approximately $40 a bale, 
the tax carried by the bill would aggre- 
gate only $11,000, you can readily see that, 
whereas it is nominally a tax, yet it is 
really not a tax in the sense of being 
a burden. In fact, I confidently assert 
that not a single producer of cotton can 
or will make any substantial objection to 
this hill. The method of collecting the 
tax mnder the nrovisions of this bill is to 
be left to the Secretary of Agriculture. He 
is to prescribe the regulations for its col- 
lection. 

“tt am myself a producer of cotton and 
a ginner of cotton. I ginned this year 
1,082 bales of cotton, last year 1,028 bales 
of eontton, and the year before that sub- 
stantially or practically the same 
amount The tax upon me and the per- 
son interested with me in my gin would 
he ahonut $1 each vear. The method by 
which it is proposed that this tax shall 
he collected is by the sale of stamps. For 
instance, if a ginner gins in one week 
ten bales of cotton, his tax would be 1 
cent. At the beginning of the ginning 
serson the Secretary of Agriculture 
would send twenty cards to each ginner 
—the ginning seasor being about twenty 
weeks-—-wi | instructions that at the end 
of each w2ek he should simnlv fill in the 
blank space printed on said card the 
"number of bales ginned, affix the stamp 
(the card carrving the frank and address 


of the Aericultural Department on the 
reverse side) and dron it in the  post- 
office. In this way, gentlemen, this tax 


on owners of cotton gins will be more 
than amople to defray the exnenses of its 
own collection, and at the same time will 
give the f£ecretars of Agriculture or the 
Division of Statistics in that denartment 
mathematically accurate statistics of the 
number of bales of cotton which have 
heen ginned in a given period of time 
during the current cron vear. and also 
the amount of cotton vet to be raised.’’ 


The question as to the proper method 
cf preparing and selling stamps was 
taken up and Commissioner of Internal 


Revenue Yerkes was called upon to 
state his views on the subject. He said 
in part:— 

“Tf vou gentlemen think this is wise, 


and von will reduce the work of the In- 
ternal Revenue Brreau to simnly recetv- 
ine these stamns from the Bureau of En- 
gravinge and Printing and receintine for 
them and placing them on sale with our 
collectors, and opening up the necessary 
new accounts—if we are onlv responsible 
for the collection of that monev, having 
nothing whatever to do with the enforce- 
ment of the tax—whvy. then T would not 
seriously object, althouch I do object to 
there being anv connection as to anthor- 
itv, control. regulation, or direction be- 
tween my Rureou and anv other depart- 
ment then the Treasury Denartment. 

“This has onlv been tried once. as far 
as mv knowledge of the historv_ of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau extends. and 
that was last vear in connection with the 
amendment of the oleomargarine Dill. 
And while, of course, we have attemnted 
to adivst matters in the most plevsant 
and amiable wav between the two deprt- 
ments, I 2m frank to say that I think that 
was a mistake.”’ 


Mr. Burleson made the point that the 
penalty of counterfeiting money had 
no large force of inspectors behind it, 
and yet it was very religiously en- 
forced, to which the Commiesioner re- 
plied that it had the entire secret serv- 
ice of the Government behind it, and 
in addition there was the fact that 
every man who is himself robbed by 
having a counterfeit dollar passed 
upon him, becomes at once a detective 
and a policeman to secure the arrest 
of the man who passed that counter- 
feit coin upon him. Mr. Burleson 
promptly replied that every producer 
of and consumer of cotton would have 
an incentive to see that the law was 
enforced, and if the ginner failed to 
make a report or made an inaccurate 


one, the fact would soon become 
known. 
Representative Wadsworth, chair- 


man of the Committee on Agriculture, 
who was present at the hearing, in- 
dorsed the pending bill, and made the 
following brief statement:— 

“Well, Mr. Chairman, I have looked 
somewhat into this matter with Mr. 
Burleson. and I will sav that I believe it 
is a perfectly practicable way of getting 
at accurate statistics in regard to crops. 
As to the working of the details between 
the Aericultural Department. and the In- 
ternsl Revenue Denartment I am not pre- 
pared to sav; but I think it can be gotten 
at. I do not see any difficnitv in the proc- 
ess at all; but it certainly will be a 
more accurate system and a better sys- 
tem than the present one.”’ 


Upon the conclusion of the hearing 
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an executive session was held at which 
it was decided to eliminate from the 
bill all reference to statistics of wheat 
and to provide that the returns should 
be made to the Director of the Census 
instead of the Secretary of Agriculture, 
and the bill was thereupon reported 
with a favorable recommendation in 
the form quoted above. 

Referring to the character of the sta- 
tistics covering the production of cot- 
ton seed that would be gathered under 
this bill, Representative Burleson said 
to the Reporter's correspondent :— 

“T regard it as of the utmost importance 
that this bill provides a practicable meth- 
od of securing the returns covering cot- 
ton seed as well as cotton fiber. Through- 
out the South the actual production of 
seed has been a matter of quite as much 
uncertainty as that of cotton, and the 
official figures have, of course, been just 
as unreliable. Under my bill there would 
be no trouble whatever and the weekly 
returns as tabulated by the Director of 
the Census would show one ton of cotton 
seed produced for every thousand pounds 
of cotton. This would form a very fair 
average and the reliable figures thus se- 
cured would be of immense importance to 
cotton seed crushers wherever the in- 
dustry exists. I regard weekly reports as 
a feature of special value. They not only 
would indicate the amount of seed pro- 
duced, but in connection with the reported 
acreage and other collateral facts they 
would indicate how rapidly the crop was 
coming forward. Crushers would thus be 
able to make their plans with much great- 
er certainty than at present and more 
staple conditions would be speedily estab- 
lished throughout the industry.” 


A special order will be requested 
from the Committee on Rules for the 
consideration of the bill if any 4diffi- 
culty is experienced in getting it up.

Practically all the increase last year 
in oil-making material came under the 
head of arachide and sesame seed, and 
the bulk of the arachides went into the 
soap trade, the unshelled nuts being 
19,000 tons short; and as the American 
cottonseed oil was 122,000 barrels short 
it is quite clear that, large as the olive 
crop was last year, the great difficulty 
was in the consuming market, which 
exercised its privilege of not buying at 
all. It is expected that the same thing 
will this year, perhaps more 


occur 
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strikingly as the olive crop—last year 
excessive—is this year very short and 
bad in quality. Prospects point to an 
increase in the arrivals of sesame seed, 
and arachides will also come in 
heavily. 

The high price of olive-oil foots is ex- 
plained as the natural result of a fuller 
knowledge of a valuable product. The 
production of this oil by chemical re- 
action has been carried on for not 
more than fifteen years, and the ma- 
terial sold at a low range for several 
years because it could be had in an- 
nually increasing quantities and was 
considered a by-product. Now, the 
chemical reaction is employed every- 
where, and the manufacture of foots 
can only increase materially with the 
olive crop. More important than this 
the actively contested belief, put 
forward by some as an ascertained 
fact, that 100 pounds of foots will 
manufacture upward of five pounds 
more of soap than a like quantity of 
pressed oil. It is claimed that this 
method of manufacturing the foots 
sives the manufacturer of soap a fatty 
material, without other’ ingredient, 
which the pressed oil does not. The 


is 


supposed intrinsic value of the foots 
being in excess of that of oil, soap 
makers have naturally worked the 


prices up to high levels. Whether this 
idea of intrinsic value be illusory or 
not, the vital fact is that at this date 
foots are selling in Marseilles at $11.96 
per 220 pounds—about $1.93 less than a 
corresponding grade of olive oil—and 
one buyer has gone so far as to inti- 
mate to me that the time might come 
when olive growers would find it ad- 
vantageous to handle their entire crop 
by the chemical process, covering, in 
the lower cost of manufacture, the loss 
of the high grades of edible oil.

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
To Enforce Stamping of Oleomar- 
garine. 


Washington, Feb. 13, 1903. 


The Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue has issued instructions to collec- 
tors throughout the country granting 
a few weeks’ grace in the matter of the 
rigid enforcement. of the law requiring 
oleomargarine to be imprinted as set 
forth in the ruling promulgated on 
January 22, 1903. The regulations under 
the amended law require that in all 
cases the word “oleomargarine’” shall be 
equaly displayed with any brand or 
word used by the manufacturer and on 
the same surface of every brick, print 
or roll of the product shipped from the 
factory. 

The Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue having been advised that this law 
was not being properly enforced and 
that the manufacturers were stamping 
their product with brands and omitting 
the word ‘‘oleomargarine,” revenue col- 
lectors were instructed to have a rigid 
investigation made at all the factories 
and dealers’ premises to ascertain 
whether or not the regulations were 
being complied with. Collectors were 
further directed to ‘‘enforce the regula- 
tions in respect to the matter referred 


to, and seizure should be made of all 
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packages offered for sale bearing de- 
vices not sanctioned by the regula- 
tions.’”’ Since the date of the above in- 
structions to collectors, seizures have 
been reported in various parts of the 
country. Manufacturers have protested, 
however, asserting that with the knowl- 
edge of the local collectors they have for 
some time past exercised what they be- 
lieved to be their option to print either 
a brand or device or the word “oleo- 
margarine” on each brick, print or roll. 
Being convinced that the failure to 
comply with the law has been based 
upon a bona fide misunderstanding, the 
Commissioner has issued the following 
circular letter of instructions to col- 
lectors permitting them to release seiz- 
ures and to defer any further seizures 
until March 1, provided the goods have 
not been recently stamped:— 

“A number of seizures of oleomargarine 
having been reported to this office as hav- 
ing been made under authority of its cir- 
cular letter of January 22, 1903, for the 
omission by manufacturers of the word 
“oleomargarine’ from bricks, prints, or 
covering the same, such seizures were 
authorized to be released. 

“This action was taken to avoid impos- 
ing loss upon manufacturers and dealers, 
many of whom claimed that they had nor 
anticipated so rigid an enforcement of the 


regulations in this regard, and wanted 
time to enable the stock on the market 
to be disposed of. 
“In order that sufficient time may be 
given for compliance with the regulations, 
paragraphs 2, 3 and 4, page 26, regulations 
No. 9, you are instructed that no seiz- 
ures for non-compliance need be mae 
before March 1, 1903, unless the tax-paid 
stamps thereon were issued subsequent to 
February 10, 1903.”’

New Process of Manufacturing 


Lacquers and Varnishes. 


The new process utilizes the sicca- 
tive oils, wood oils proceeding from 
certain native plants of China and Ja- 
pan. On heating these oils carefully 
thick varnishes are obtained. But this 
method presents the inconvenience 
that the oil, as soon as it reaches a 
certain temperature, is converted into 
a gummy substance, solidifies and be- 
comes insoluble in the ordinary sol- 
vents of resins. 

On the contrary, a' good varnish, 
drying quickly, can be readily obtained 
by making use of the fatty acids ex- 
tracted from the wood oils and in- 
corporating them with the oil in suit- 
able proportions, heating the mixture 
to a temperature of 250 deg. C. 

It is also possible to dissolve the 
hard copals, such as those of Zanzibar 
and Angola, on pulverizing them, with- 
out being obliged previously to melt 
them, adding to them the anhydrous 
fatty acids of the wood oil, and heat- 
ing the mixture to 280 deg. C. 

A clear liquid is thus obtained, which 
mixes well with linseed oil, poppy oil, 
etc., and which may be diluted in any 
proportion with oil of turpentine, ben- 
zol, ete. The lacquers manufactured 
in this manner dry very quickly and 
furnish a solid coating.—La Revue des 
Produits Chimiques.

Enamel Varnish for Metals. 


To prepare an enamel varnish, 
sistive to heat and capable of being 
applied to all metals, M. Brichot pro- 
ceeds as follows: He takes, in the form 
of turnings or filings, 12 kilograms of 


brass, 10 kil. of copper, 8 kil. of soft 
steel and 6 kil. of hard steel. These 
metals are treated with sulphuric 


acid for about an hour to destroy all 
the fatty substances, then washed with 
water and heated to about 200 deg. C. 

The brass and,copper are treated 
with nitric acid, the bath is shaken 
until the metals are dissolved; then 
five liters of concentrated javel water 
are poured in and the whole decanted 
to separate the acid. After the first 
purification the composition is put into 


a chest, forming a sieve with close 
meshes, 

The hard and the soft steel are 
treated with concentrated sulphuric 


acid and pass through the same opera- 
tion. These metals must remain about 


two days in the bath, which is shaken | 


several times. Afterwards five liters 
of ammonia are poured in slowly, and 
the acid which has served for the at- 
tack of the metals, separated by de- 
cantation. 

This second metallic composition 
is mixed with the first in the Siéve.

To prepare the foundation coat of 
the enamel two kilograms of light 
black are employed; for the regular 
layer three kilograms of _ stearine 
black and two kilograms of ivory 
black, ground with refined benzine. 
Thus a very brilliant black is pro- 
duced. 

Afterward, ten liters of liquid Bom- 
bay gum, four kil. of Dammar gum, 
ten kil. of refined liquid salt, five kil.

Vegetable Oils. 
LINSEED.—The deliveries upon regu- 
lar contracts are unusually good for 
this period of the year. In fact, they 
are about sufficient to absorb stocks 
and thus prevent any surplus from 
being pressed on the market. There 
is a good jobbing demand and sales 
are being made at 44@45c. for State 
and Western and 46c. for city. Futures 
are offered in a limited way for Febru- 
ary-April at 44c., but buyers are not 
anxious, as the bulk of them already 
have sufficient stocks purchased some 
months ago around 44@45c. for deliv- 
ery up to May, hence their indifference 
about buying unless special induce- 
ments are offered them. This, in the 
present condition of the seed market, 
crushers are not inclined to do. 


COTTONSEED.—If it was not for the 
deliveries of sales made during Decem- 
ber and January, which have been un- 
usually large, the trade easily could 
shut up and take a holiday, as far as 
new business is concerned. February 
generally is considered a dull month, 
and more especially this year, as Lent 
comes earlier, which always has more 
or less influence on trade. Until Con- 
gress adjourns, which will soon occur, 
it is to be hoped that the country will 
have a rest from the “trust busters” 
and other political schemers, who, for 
various reasons, keep the business of 
the country in suspense, but with these 


elements at rest or where they will 
do the least harm, a general re- 
vival of business from March on 
will undoubtedly occur, and cotton 
oil naturally will share in this im- 
provement, so that for the next 
three months at least we confident- 


ly look for a good business, but doubt 
if prices rule higher than at present 
unless other competing fats and oils 
should materially advance. The situa- 
tions will be somewhat different this 
year as compared with that of last 
year from this along for the remainder 
of the season. In the previous year the 
further along into the season the nar- 
rower the supplies of all fats were; 
pure lard was then steadily scarcer, as 
were also all beef fats; there was an 
enormous business through the pericd, 
and necessarily in compound lards on 
the scarcity of pure lard; the compound 
makers through the latter part of the 
previous year were compelled to stead- 
ily re-supply of cotton oil. At this late 
period of this year, while there are 
materially smaller stocks of pure lard 
than in the previous year, at this time, 
yet the prospects ahead are of more 
abundant supplies of general fats: 
therefore, it is a question as to whether 
cotton oil will be as actively consumed 
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by either the compound or soapmakers 
for the remainder of the season as they 
were in that time in the previous year. 
As noted, the soapmakers, chiefly in the 
West, and to some extent in the East, 
have been free buyers of good off 
grades of cotton oil at about 39c. to 40c., 
which was about 5\4c., against 6c. for 
tallow; hence the favor has been with 
cotton oil, and for the present it is 
likely to remain so until stocks of tal- 
low, both here and in the West, ac- 
cumulate. The only business of im- 
portance has been the resales for for- 
eign account, who have been able to 
buy other competing oils abroad at bet- 
ter prices, or as cheap as cotton oil, 
when their profit was covered in on 
their resales. The only sale of 
cotton oil which has come to the 
surface during the week was 1,000 bbls. 
prime yellow for May at 41%c., and 
other jobbing sales on the spot at 4lc., 
also off yellow at 39%@40c. As our 
telegrams show, the price of crude 
ranges from 34@35c. for prime qual- 
ity, and off grades 31@33c., accord- 
ing to location, freight rates and qual- 
ity. There is no change in winter oils. 
Neither is there any important de- 
mand outside of regular contract de- 
liveries. The market simply

CEYLON.—The demand for spot oil 
has been limited to actual wants, and 
what sales have been made are of a 
retail nature at 64@6%c., as to quan- 
tity and seller. Sales of twenty-five 
tons are reported for March arrival at 
6c. The drop in prices abroad of about 
£7 per ton eased off prices for forward 
shipments and sales of 150 tons for 
March-May were made at 5%c. At the 
close 57%c. was generally asked. 

COCHIN.—The market for spot par- 
cels is steady at 6%c., but January- 
March shipments is easier at 6%c., 
with sales of 50 tons for April sail ship- 
ment from the coast at 6c. 

CORN.—There have been sales of 
several car lots for February-March 
delivery at 4%c., but at the close mak- 
ers were offering further lots, only in 
a limited way. Jobbing store parcels 
ore held at $4.85 and up, as to quantity 
and seller. 

OLIVE.—There is a fair jobbing de- 
mand for spot yellow at 54@55c., and 
for arrival at 52%@538c., as to quantity 
and seller. Green is scarce and held 
at 56@57c. Olive foots on the spot of a 
choice quality are scarce and sales are 
being made in a jobbing way at 6%@

MUSTARD.—There is more demand 
for spot lots, and sales are being made 
of choice goods at 538@54c., as to qual- 
ity and seller. 

PALM.—There is only a limited de- 
mand for spot lots of red oil, for which 
5%c. is asked, and for Lagos, at 6c. 
For arrival the offerings are limited 
at 54%c., but buyers’ views are about 
wc. less. There have been sales of 
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two cars Palm kernel on the spot at 
5%ec. 

RAPE.—Rather more demand for 
spot, and additional sales to regular 
deliveries are reported at 66@68c. for 
choice grades of burning and at 62@64c 
for blown and refined. 

Animal and Fish Ottis. 

COD.—There has been only a moder- 
ate business on jobbing orders, but in 
the absence of pressure to sell the tone 
of the market is steady and prices are 
unchanged at 33@35c. for domestic and 
35@37c. for Newfoundland, as to quan- 
tity and seller. 

DEGRAS.—A moderate demand for 
small lots needed to supply current 
consuming requirements keeps prices 
on a steady basis, and we have to re- 
peat our quotations of 24%2@3c. for Ger- 
man and 4%@5c. for French, as_ to 
quantity 

LARD OIL.—There has been no ma- 
terial change in the position during 
the interval. While the market for 
lard has shown a tendency to sag 
prices on prime oil have been fairly 
steady, and 85c. remains the inside 
quotation. The demand, however, has 
been rather light and wholly on the 
jobbing order. In the off grades busi- 
ness is regulated by the passing needs 
of consumption, which are neither 
large nor urgent.

Half-starved na- 
tives, illy-clad inhabitants of the inte- 
rior and likewise, will spend their last 
cent for these cheap colognes. Spain 


long since discovered the weaknesses 
of the people of these numerous islands 
generally grouped in the Philippine sec-

tions, and for years shipped great car- 
goes of about as inferior colognes here 
as one would wish for, and yet these 
miniature little flary-colored bottles of 
cheap scent, always sold readily in the 
Chinese and native stores. Anything 
bearing the odor label goes. Some of 
the colognes are like poisons and ap- 
parently are. Some are distasteful to 
the nostrils, yet they sell well. 
Because of the fact that these bot- 
tled colored waters of foreign make sell 
at prices which are about four times 
greater than the values of the best col- 
ognes of America and other countries, 
there has been something done in re- 
cent years towards the local manufac- 
ture of scented stuffs. This is be- 
cause there grows in the Isle de Min- 
danoa and many other islands some 
very good flowers, barks, herbs and 
the like that are very suitable for col- 
ogne manufacture. There seems hardly 
any need to import these adulterants 
when there are good products in the 
forests and jungle for this service. I 
will, therefore, refer briefly to some of 
the progress effected along these lines 
in recent tims, not only in the Philip- 
pines, but in adjacent countries. When 
one goes into the cologne factories of 
civilized and advanced nations nowa- 
days, he finds some pretty thorough 
and up-to-date mechanical devices for 
doing the work. He sees in tanks and 
other places stuff resembling lard. This 
is a combination of melted beef or tal- 
low and olive oil. This fatty substance 
is impregnated thoroughly with the 
scent stuffs. The essence of flowers, 
of whatever nature required, is con- 
tained in this stuff and this is as known 
for transportation purposes. The per- 
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fume maker extracts the scent from 
the fat as required. The application 
of spirits effect the process. But in 
these islands one finds there are no 
such conveniences for the work. Some- 
times very excellent perfume-produc- 
ing substances are utilized only in very 
small part because of the lack of means 
on the part of the native workmen to 
extract the richness therefrom. Waste- 
age is fearful in every direction. How- 
ever, one cannot calculate upon secur- 
ing effective returns when the equip- 
ments of the native cologne works con- 
sist of utensils like those presented in 
the cuts. Often the factory itself is 
only a_ shack. Instead of a good- 
sized vat for reducing stock by grind- 
ing, one sees only a hand-mug affair, 
in which a little stock can be manipu- 
lated at one time. Figure 1 is a sketch 
ing of the same. _ In figure 2 we show 
another form of utensil for holding liq- 
uids in the scent works. When the 
native cologne maker and vender se- 
cures from the forests or the fields 
plants which he knows are suitable 
for glowing leaves or flowers from 
which scents can be pressed, he cul- 
tivates the same under a_ protected 
roofing of bamboo and nipa, as illus- 
trated in figure 3. In figure 4 we 
show the scheme employed for contain- 
ing the juices of pressed substances of 
flowers, for some sorts of these juices 
are exposed to the action of heat, air 
and the weather previous to working 
into form for making perfumes. These 
tubes are simple halves of bamboo 
poles, laid in the order shown. 

In figure 5 we show a drawing of

the vat employed for extracting the 
scents from the flowers. The _ blos- 
soms are collected while the dew is on 
them in the early morning, and this 
is done by careful and skilled pickers, 
who understand the properties of the 
stock. The density of the odor on the 
blossoms is of course less when the 
sun has dried them off. The dew has 
a tendency to retain the scents, and 
the workmen take advantage of this 
natural protection. As to the extrac- 
tion of the odors, the Moro tribes, the 
Filipinos, and others who engage in 
perfume making for home use and for 
export, employ fats, as it is well 
known to the native manufacturers 
that the affinity of fatty stuffs for the 
scent of flowers is wonderful. The 
properties of the fatty matters se- 
cured from animal greases, fats from 
the oils of the cocoanut and fats from 
other sources are suitable for retain- 
ing the scents of the flowers for a 
long time and make it possible for 
transporting the odor from one point 
to another, often great distances, as 
from the Philippines to America or 
Europe. The fatty stuffs are usually 
the surface portions of greases accu- 
mulated in a covered stone vat, as in 
Fig. 5. The topping is cement stuff 
as a rule, although sometimes it is 
only mud wall work. The fats are per- 
mitted to consolidate, then the blos- 
soms are equally distributed over the 
fatty surface and allowed to stay there 
until the extraction properties of the 
fats absorbs all the scent from the 
flowers, barks, blossoms, leaves, or 
whatsoever the natives place in posi- 
tion on the surfacing. Sometimes sev- 
eral operations are needed to properly

impregnate the fat. This fat is then 
used for purposes of retaining the 
scents for sale. One sees varied forms 
of tubes of bamboo, quills of bark, 
pieces of cylindrical portions, stone 
dishes and the like used for packing 
the fats. The essential oils are ex- 
tracted by distillation. Some of the 
vessels employed by the natives is 
shown in Fig. 6, consisting of three 
jars of pottery stuff, clay or baked 
sands and earth, and properly hol- 
lowed to hold the liquids. 

The flowers in this process are taken 
from the fields in sacks or mats, and 
placed near native-made stills, where 
the essence is condensed and falls with 
water used for the purpose in a spec- 
ially arranged tub below. The differ- 
ence in the specific gravities of the 
components in the liquid formation re- 
sults in the separation required and 
the essence is run off into a special vat 
and the watery substances to a trench 
leading away from the place. The na- 
tives have quite a sale for the fatty 
substances of tallow containing the in- 
gredients for colonge making. There 
are some special perfumes secured 
from the roots of trees and herbs that 
do not grow in other lands and which 
are produced in the forests of the 
Ilse de Mindanoa, which the natives 
take to market and make into scent 
stuffs. On the other hand of the per- 
fumes of native make are exceedingly 
inferior and practically worthless as 
a scent. There appears an increased 
demand for perfume stuffs, and the ex- 
ports have been increased since the 
Americans commenced to open up the 
new territories in the Southern sections 
of the archipelago. 
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National Association Master House 


Painters and Decorators. 


The nineteenth annual convention of 
the National Association of Master 
House Painters and Decorators of the 
United States and Canada, which was 
held in Richmond, Va., Feb. 10, 11, 12 
and 13, was the largest of recent years, 
the attendance being between five and 
six hundred, representnig all the im- 
portant cities in the United States, and 
including a large delegation from To- 
ronto, Canada. 

The sessions were held in the Grand 
Lodge Room of the Masonic Temple, 
a large hall which was artistically dec- 
orated for the occasion. On the floor 
above was a large room devoted to an 
exhibition of painters’ materials and 
appliances made by various manufac- 
turers from different sections of the 
country. This exhibition attracted 
much attention, and it was noticeable 
that those exhibits which were most 
practical and which showed the actual 
application of new materials, methods 
or tools, seemed to be constantly sur- 
rounded by intelligent onlookers, and 
apparently resulted in increased busi- 
ness for the exhibitors. 

The convention was opened by an ad- 
dress from R. L. Peters, one of the 
leading painters of Richmond. Gov- 
ernor Montague welcomed the visiting 
painters and the ladies accompanying 
them, and afterward held an im- 
promptu reception on the platform. 

Addresses of welcome were also de- 
livered by Mayor Taylor, on behalf of 
the city, and by Mr. Andrew H. Galla- 
gher, on behalf of the local associa- 
tion of master painters. 

After ordinary routine business and 
the reports of standing committees on 
trade schools, apprenticeship and 
measurement books, Mr. William G. 
Baxter of Hartford, Conn., read a 
paper on “The Decorating and Paint- 
ing Business; Past Experiences and 
Present Opportunities.” 

A whole day was given up to a dis- 
cussion of the labor question, and it 
was shown by reports from all sections 
of the country that with two excep- 
tions the unions had failed to keep the 
agreements entered into with their em- 
ployers, and that the general tendency 
seemed to be toward a less cordial re- 
lationship between masters and jour- 
neymen painters. Resolutions were 
adopted looking toward securing free- 
dom from domination on the part of 
the walking delegates; to permit the 
employment of a greater number of 
apprentices than is now allowed by the 
unions and to secure the rights of the 
non-union workman. 

An entire day was given up to the 
report of the committee on uniform 
specifications for painting; Edward 
Hurst Brown of The Painters Maga- 
zine, chairman. The committee pre- 
sented an elaborate report showing 
how architects can specify various 
grades of work in such form that 
painters can bid intelligently and that 
no misunderstanding can arise. The 
report was fully discussed and modi- 


fied and was then referred back to the 
committee, the idea being to further 
improve the form and then bring it be- 
fore the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. 


Report of the White Lead Committee. 


The White Lead Test Committee re- 
ported as follows:— 

“That on March 14, 1901, we met at your 
President’s (Alexander Grant's) place of 
business and prepared and applied to 
sample boards, nineteen brands of white 
lead or compounds and one brand of 
French zinc. 

“Five of the samples were thinned with 
linseed oil, twenty-five years old. On 
March 25, four additional brands were 
prepared and applied to sample boards, 
making twenty-four samples under in- 
vestigation. The sample boards are num- 
bered 1 to 29 inclusive, and tthe leads 
thinned with the old oil are also tested 
with the same oil as used on the other 
boards. The key to the numbers is in 
the possession of the committee. The 
amount of oil used was four ounces to 
one pound of lead for priming coat. On 
the 22d day of March, the committee 
again met at the same place and had the 
second coat put on the sample boards, 
adding an ounce more of oil and 10 drops 
of liquid dryer to each of the cups con- 
taining the priming mixture, On April 
1, 191, the boards were given the third 
coat, after which they were exposed to 
the weather and continued to be exposed 
until they were packed for shipment to 
this city.

They were third coated April 8, and 
after standing for five days in a room at 
a temperature of about 68 degrees were 
exposed to the weather. 

The cups containing the different mix- 
tures were new, and a new and separate 
brush for each mixture, No. 2 panels be- 
ing painted with the same brush,

In view of the numerous changes 
mude in the original pure food bill, 
several Senators suggested to Senator 
McCumber that he should explain 
briefly exactly how the pending bill 


wouid cperate if it became a law, and 
in compliance with these suggestions 
the Senator made a statement, in part 
as follows:— | 
| 


“The principal difference between the 
pending measure and the bill which passed 
the House is found in Sections 1 and 7 of 
the House bill, which have been elim- 
inated from the Senate bill. The _ bill 
which passed the House not only defined 
adulterations and misbrandings and pro- 
hibited interstate commerce in that char- 
acter of goods, but it provided for and 
organized a bureau of chemistry in the 
Department of Agriculture, which was to 
assist the Secretary of Agriculture in es- 
tablishing standards. Section 7 made it 
the duty of the Secretary of Agriculture 
to establish what were practically food 
standards, and to assist him in making 
proper standards it was provided that he 
should call to his assistance the director 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, the chairman 
of the Committee on Food Standards of 
the Association of Official Agricultural 
Chemists, also five physicians to be ap- 
pointed by the President from the Army 
and Navy and Marine Hospital Service, 
and, in addition, five persons expert in 
hygiene, physiological chemistry, in com- 
merce and in manufactures, It provided 
that when these standards were fixed 
they might be read in evidence, that they 
should not be conclusive as to the ques- 
tion of adulteration, but they might be 
read as some evidence in relation thereto 

“Now, I wish to say here that all of 
that has been stricken out entirely. What 
does the bill, then, provide? It simply, 
first, defines what are adulterations and 
what are misbrandings. It practically 
adopts the same definitions that were 
contained in the bill which passed the 
House, But they have been rearranged 
so that those articles adulterated would 
more properly fall under a definition as 
adul- 





would correspond with the name 
teration, and the same in reference to 
misbranding. So it provides simply for 


the prohibition of interstate commerce in 
adulterated articles and in misbranded 
articles, and beyond interstate commerce 
it does not go one inch. It stops the 
moment that the goods become mixed 
with the general goods of the State. So 
it does not interfere in any possible way 
with State power, or police regulation. 
“The only thing that is required of the 
Secretary of Agriculture or the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is that it imposes 
upon that department the duty ‘of as- 
sisting in ascertaining the adulterations 
and misbrandings that are going on in 
the country, and requires him to report

to the proper officers. The Agricultural 
Department is already performing this 
identical work. It is making these in- 


vestigations continually in the same man- 
ner that is provided in this bill. So it 
adds in no respect to the duties of the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

“The Senator from Arkansas (Mr. Jones) 
made quite a serious objection to that 
feature of the bill which was reported in 
the Senate at the last session, which pro- 
vided for the duties of the Secretary of 
Agriculture in ascertaining the adultera- 
tions and misbrandings that were going 
on in the country; and yet at the same 
time I desire to call the Senator's atten- 
tion to the fact that he voted for prac- 
tically the same thing in the agricultural 
appropriation bill, and from the fact that 


it is in that bill, as it nuw stands, it is 
necessary to be replaced in this bill. But, 
of course, that is of simply annual oc- 
currence, and the appropriation goes no 
further than that. 

“I have found no objection from any 
source whatever to the bill as it now 
stands. The amount of correspondence 
that the committee is receiving daily 


upon this subject is simply enormous, and 
everything is in favor of the bill as re- 
ported by the Senate Committee on Com-

“I desire to call attention to the fact 
that the bill does not prohibit any man 


from dealing in adulterated articles if he 


desires to do so. It simply compels him 
to brand those articles exactly as they 
are. We have passed the same kind of 


legislation time and again in reference to 
specific articles. For instance, at the last 
session we passed a bill here without any 
objection whatever which compelled the 
manufacturers of cheese to mark the 
State in which it was manufactured, or 
to prohibit them from using the name of 
any other State in the sale of it. No 
Senator objected to that. We are having 
similar legislation in reference to our 
meats which are being exported abroad. 
So there can be no objection to this bill. 
The Secretary of Agriculture has given it 
most careful consideration, and it has his 
and certainly no 


most earnest support, 

one can believe that he has not had at 
all times the interest of the American 
people at stake. 

“The only antagonism that has been 
manifested in the slightest degree has 
been by those associations that desire to 
have some other bill brought forward, 
almost the same, but providing practically 
for a new set of officers, and the com- 
mittee thought that was unnecessary at 


the present time. The committee also feel 
that we have not yet reached that stage 
in science, so that it would be safe for the 
Department of Agriculture, even with the

Continuing, Senator McCumber read 
a considerable number of communica- 
tions from manufacturers in favor of 
the bill.

“No law will be just right from the 
start or please everybody, so that what-* 
ever is done is not final for all time; it 
may and probably will be changed and 
improved thereby, or even repeal is pos- 
sible if found desirable, The Hepburn 
bill in the House and the McCumber bill 


in the Senate represent the crystallization 
of fourteen years of effort on the part of 
those who really and earnestly desire a 
bona fide pure-food law as against those 
make-believers, who discuss and discuss 
to a frazzle and muddy the waters simply 


that nothing at all may be done to inter- 
fere with the sales of their spurious 
counterfeit goods. Misbranding, substitu- 
tion and adulteration has become such a 
science that it is high time the strong 
arm of the National Government was 
raised against them, and that those who 
manufacture and sell pure, wholesome, 


reliable goods should not have their busi- 
ness ruined and discredit brought on 
legitimate enterprises by unscrupulous 
substitutors and adulterators.” 


A letter from C. Read & Co., of Balti- 
more, was in part as follows:— 


“We are very anxious to have some 
pure food law passed; we want a national 
one; we have too many State laws now. 
Every State we sell in has a different law, 
and we have a great deal of trouble to 
conform to them all. 


“In our opinion, the trade that 
selling to are asking for such a 
the one that you are advocating, as they 
do not know how they stand when they 
try to conform to the different State laws 
while if a national law is passed all this 
trouble will be overcome, as the different 
States will amend their laws to conform 
to the national law.

Senator McCumber then took up the 
features of the bill relating to drugs 
and medicines, emphasizing the im- 


portance of prohibiting the practice of 
substitution which, he said, was now 
pursued by a good many manufactur- 
ers to such .n extent that druggists and 
physicians had come to be earnestly in 
favor of a law to stop it. Quoting Dr. 
Parmela, who was a witness before the 
committee during the discussion of the 
bill, Senator McCumber said that while 





the retail druggist might occasionally 
be able to make extemporaneous substi- 
tutions, such substitutions would rep- 
resent but a very small percentage of 
what is now done, and the co-operation 
of the dishonest manufacturer was nec- 


essary to account for the present ex- 
tent of this practice. On this point, 
Dr. Parmele said:— 


“I might call attention to one personal 
experience, This does not prove every- 
thing, however, because if it did I would , 
have to go out of business. I got twelve 
prescriptions written by Prof. Frank Lyd- 
ston, of Chicago, sent them to twelve dif- 
ferent drug stores, and the whole twelve 


were substitutes. That would not give 
me any chance to live; that percentage 
would not hold true all the time, of 
course; otherwise I would have no busi- 
ness.”’ 


Senator McCumber also referred: to 
the employment of wood alcohol instead 
of grain alcohol in the manufacture of 
medicines intended for internal use, and 
juoted a prominent medical journal as 
follows:— 

“The surgeons of the New Orleans Eye. 
Ear, Nose and Throat Hospital have 
noted the great number of patients enter- 


ing the institution from the country 
around New Orleans suffering from par- 
tial or total blindness. An investigation 


has disclosed the fact that a cheap anti- 
septic containing a large amount of wood 
alcohol has been used throughout Louisi- 
ana. The city chemist found as much as 
30 per cent, of methyl alcohol in some of 
these specimens, rendering them totally 
unfit for internal administration. As 
methyl alcohol, when taken internally, 
acts directly on the optic nerve, the ma- 
jority of the persons affected will not 
fully recover their eyesight.’’ 

Senator McCumber also accepted an 
amendment to the section of the bill re- 
lating to the adulteration of drugs. This 
amendment was referred to in these dis- 
patches last week, and as adopted the 
section reads as follows, the words in 
capitals constituting the change desired 
by many prominent manufacturers:— 


“First. If, when a drug is sold under or 


by a name recognized in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia, it differs from the 
standard of strength, quality or purity 
as determined by the test laid down in 
the United States Pharmacopoeia official 
at the time of investigation; provided no 
drug shall be deemed to be adulterated 
under this provision, if the standard of 
strength, quality or purity be plainly 


stated upon the bottle, box or other con- 
standard 


tainer thereof, although such 
may differ from that determined by the 
test laid down in the United States Phar- 


macopoeia.”’

It was regard- 
ed as especially important that this 
amendment should be added to the bill 
because so many pharmaceuticals are 
purposely made “half-strength,’’ but 
which unless the bill were modified as 
suggested would be stigmatized as 
“adulterated” even though the labels 
plainly bore the formutae upon which 
they were vrepared. 

The discussion of the bill as above 
outlined exhausted the time available 
under the rules of the Senate and it 
went over to be taken up at a subse- 
quent date.

The feature of special interest during 
the past week has been the monthly 
pipe lines report, which shows _ in- 
creased strength in the statistical sit- 
uation, the stocks having decreased 
steadily, the reduction during the 
month having exceeded 700,000 bbls., the 
total being now only 22,285,000 bbls. 
There was also a small decrease in 
both runs and deliveries, but the de- 
liveries were largely in excess of the 
production, hence the large decrease in 
stocks. The increasing strength of the 
statistical situation has given encour- 
agement to the operators in the fields 
to hope for an early advance in the 
price of the product, notwithstanding 
other conditions are not favorable, ana 
there is a disposition to hold both oi! 
and credit balances. The field situa- 
tion is also very strong, and it is pre- 
dicted by many operators that the next 
field report will show a further de- 
crease in completed wells and in new 
production. The reports during the 
past week tend to strengthen this be- 
lief, as the results have been even less 
satisfactory than during January. 
There were fewer new mills completed 
and these show a low average pro- 
duction, there being few among them 
showing over 100 bbls. initial produc- 
tion, while there was an unusual pro- 
portion of dry holes. Wherever condi- 
tions are favorable and the condition 
of the roads admit new work is being 


pushed, the operators having confi- 
dence that prices will advance, and 
they propose to reap the benefit. At 


present prices even small pumpers are ' 
welcome and there is ever the hope of 
securing a large well. Reports from 
Texas show a steadily increasing de- 
mand for fuel oil, which is fully equal 
to the production. The price is now 
fh2c. per bbl. at Beaumont. A synop- 
sis of the last reports of the principal

Refined and Products, 


The requirements of refined for ex- 
port have continued large, but there is 
no change in the situation abroad, pro- 
ducers and refiners in Galicia and Rou- 
mania making strenuous efforts to 
market their surplus in the Continental 
markets, where they have but recently 
obtained a foothold. The total engage- 
ments again exceed 200,000 bbls., all for 
shipment in bulk, there being no de- 
mand for barreled oil for export. The 
price for barreled oil has remained 
steady at 8.20c. for New York loading, 


and at 8.l5c. for Philadelphia loading. 
The principal foreign markets are 
firm. Quotations to-day by cable 
were:—Antwerp, 21f.; Bremen, 6.35m.; 
London, 5%d., and Liverpool, 6%%d. 


Freight rates are easy at 2s.@2s. 3d., 
hence to London, and 2s. 3d.@3s. 2d.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market 
Chicago, Feb. 12, 1903. 


There are between 8,000,000 and 9,000,- 
000 bushels of the 1902 crop that are 
yet held at primary markets, at inte- 
rior line elevators, or that are still in 


farmers’ hands. The public elevator 
stocks at Duluth, Minneapolis and 
Chicago equal 4,700,000 bushels. The 


interior elevators in January held up- 
ward of 1,600,000, and the farmers are 
estimated to be holding back over 2,- 
000,000 above their seed requirements. 
Thus without taking into account the 
private store stocks at primary mar- 
kets and milling centers there remain 
over 5,000,000 bushels of seed that has 


not yet reached the mills. Deducting 
these 8,000,000 from the 27,000,000 crop 
we find that 19,000,000 bushels have 


been disposed of. Of these the exports 
may be called 4,000,000, leaving 15,000,- 
000 to have been taken by the crushers 
or placed by speculators in private 
storage. If to this 15,000,000 be added 
the 4,500,060 brought forward from the 
previous crop, it is seen that the crush- 
ers already have _ secured _ sufficient 
seed, were it equitably divided among 
the mills. to carry them through the 
crop year without touching the 8,000,C00 
reserve. The close of February will 
have seen made 65 per cent. of the oil 
deliveries for the crop year ending 
Aug. 1, 1905. The requirements of the 
year were estimated in detail in these 
columns some months ago as_ the 
equivalent of 17,500,000 bushels of seed. 
Sixty-five per cent. of the annual re- 
quiremen:s would show that about 11,- 
500,000 bushels of the crop have been 
crushed and delivered to consumers. 
As the crushers and private storage 
people have had access to 19,500,009 
bushels of seed and have thus far de- 
livered the product of but 11,500,000 
bushels, there remain 8,000,000 bushels 
at the milis or in private store, either 
in the form of seed or oil, in addition 
to the 8,0C0,000 in the Northwest. It 
would thus appear that a_ total of 
about 16,060,000 bushels is available to 
supply the remaining 6,000,000 or 7,000,- 
C00 bushels required for actual crush- 
ing purposes. The surplus to be car- 


ried forward into next season would 
thus be 9,000,000 to 10,000,000, or fully 
double the surplus brought forward 
into the present season. The figures as

As the mills need but 6,000,000 or so 
from now on, and in most cases have 
their supplies arranged for, they natur- 
ally desire to secure the best price pos- 
sible for their product. On the other 
hand, if any control of the crop is to 
be exercised, it is incumbent upon 
those taking control to secure the bulk 
of the seed in farmers’ hands and in 
interior elevators at as low a figure as 
possible. Thus far they have done ex- 
ceedingly well in holding oil at consid- 
erable above its seed parity, and have 
been able to pick up considerable seed 
at a low price, as judged by its oil 
value, without advancing the _ seed

price. Under the unusual circum- 
stances the outcome for the next few 
months turns upon the action of a sin- 
gle crushing interest and the ups and 
downs of the market are in that inter- 
est’s hands. Just at present there is 
nothing doing. Seed holds about un- 
changed, eccasionally advancing a 
cent or declining a cent, but without 
enough tendency either way to cut any 
figure. May seed is 54c. under the 
price of a year ago, 42%c. under that 
of two years ago, and ?9c. lower than 
three years ago. Cash seed holds 
about the same relation. Early in the 
erep movement, and when value; were 
high, the writer declared his belief that 
cash seed would go to $1.10 on the crop 
and gave his reasons for so believing. 
The market in the last few weeks 
has shown a disposition on the part of 
the trade to buy liberally whenever the 
price got close to $1.15, and it is now 
quite withi:, the possibilities that $1.10 
may not be reaached. Nor can we see 
anything in the speculative trading 
that would lead us to believe in much 
higher prices for a while. The market 
is likely to remain fairly steady until 
the controlling influence wills other- 
wise. For the current week closing 
prices at the three leading markets

LINSEED OJL.—New sellers coming 
into the market and trying to find an 
outlet for their product have forced 
the price of oil to 42c. for raw in car- 
lots f. o. b. Chicago. The market is 
largely a nominal one and new busi- 





| Srease at 4%c., 
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ness is light, both in number of orders 
and the quantities ordered. Manufac- 
turers and jobbers are not yet in the 
market and do not care to stock up at 
this time unless they can buy at less 
than the current market price. It is 
the effort to secure a share of these 
orders before the regular season opens 
that has resulted in forcing a decline. 
On the other hand, the cake market is 
easier, which should act as a stimulat- 
ing influence on oil. In view of the 
light demands we do not take it that 
the present weakness has much signifi- 
cance. By the Ist of March the situa- 
tion will have pretty well developed 
and a better forecast can then be made 
of future price than is possible at this 
time. Meantime a dull and easy mar- 
ket is looked for. 

LINSEED CAKE.—The linseed cake 
market is dull and lower, with prices 
on a basis of $21@21.50 f. o. b. Chicago, 
as to position. Crushers are pretty 
well caught up with their orders and 
are in the market for almost any ship- 
ment. There is some inquiry for sum- 
mer shipment at the decline. 

LARD.—Cash lard opened the week 
with fair trading but with an unset- 
tled feeling. Offerings were moderate 
and there were only scattering in- 
quiries. Later a better feeling was evi- 
denced and the demand became active 
in « small way, with more liberal ship- 
ments. The stocks were reduced about 
7,000 tierces, and it is stated that all 
the lard delivered toward the close of 
January has been shipped out. At the 
close foreign advices were rather more 
unfavorable to sellers, but the domes- 
tic prices improved, as hog receipts 
were considerably below the estimates, 
and they brought higher prices at the 
yards, the top price for hogs being 
$7.124%4—the highest of the season. The 
cash demand seems somewhat im- 
proved and cash lard is held at 10@15c. 
over the May, while loose is in demand 
at 22%ec. under May. The closing fig- 
ures are not materially different from 
those of last year. Leaf lard was in 
limited request and quotably steady at 
$8.8742. Neutral was quiet and steady 
at $10.3714@10.50 for No. 1 and $9.874@ 
10 for No. 2. ows 

STEARINES.—Prime oleo  stearine 
dull and %.@%c. lower on light demand. 
Prime is quotable at 10%4c. here and 
10%c. at Missouri River points. No. 2 
is 9c. Prime lard stearine steady 
and unchanged at le. premium over 
cash lard. Mutton stearine a shade 
easier at 10%c. Tallow stearine un- 
changed at 7@7\%c. The bid price on 
white grease stearine is 4c. lower at 
6%4c., with as high as 6%c. asked in 
some instances. Yellow unchanged at 
554@5%ce. 

OLEO OIL.—Trading in oleo oil was 
light both abroad and here, and the 
market continues only a nominal one. 
Double pressed oil is quotable at 9%c. 
and extra is a trifle easier at 93%@9%c. 
No. 2 is unchanged to %e. lower at 
8%@9c. No. 3 easier at 64@6%c. Ex- 
tra oleo stock 942@10c., as compared 
with a nominal quotation of 10c. a 
week ago. Guessing as to what oleo 
wili do is a harmless diversion unless 
backed up with purchases, yet we will 
state that brokers are of opinion that 
prices are about on the bottom, and 
that after a period of steadiness a 
slight advance may be looked for. 

TALLOW.—A littie easier feeling 
prevails on the better grades of tallow, 
and the asked price in some cases is 
lac. below last week's, with bid prices 
unchanged. Small inquiry and larger 
offerings were the influential factors, 
though actual trading was so light 
that the market may be called only 
nominal with prices in favor of buyers.

The Lovering Drawback Bill. 
Washington, Feb. 13, 1908. 


The Ways and Means Committee on 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday of 
this week considered the Lovering 
drawback bill in executive session. 
The sessions of Monday and Wednes- 
day were of the full committee, while 
that of Tuesday was participated in by 
the majority members only. While no 
final decision has yet been reached as 
to action at the present short session, 
yet the friends of the bill are greatly 
encouraged for the reason that the 
high importance of the remodeling of 
the drawback statutes was formally 
recognized during the discussion, and 
if action is deferred it will be because 
the pending measure is so comprehen- 
sive and far reaching that it is believed 
to deserve the same careful investiga- 
tion and skillful revision that would 
be accorded to the framing of a tariff 
bill, although involving no change in 
the present tariff rates or any disturb- 
ance of industrial conditions. With 
only three weeks of the session re- 
maining, and with current legislation 
in a backward condition in both 
Houses, it may prove impracticable to 
attempt the passage of so comprehen- 
sive a measure as the Lovering bill 
and it may therefore be permitted to 
go over until next session, when, how- 
ever, the committee will take it up 
promptly with a view to early and 
avorable consideration. 

The most active member of the 
majority of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee in urging action upon the 
Levering bill has been Representative 
Tawney of Minnesota, who is regarded 
as one of the most energetic men on 
either side of the House and who has 
made a close study of commercial con- 
ditions in the country at large, and 
especially of the customs laws and 
treasury regulations affecting our ex- 
port trade. In the discussion in com- 
mittee during the past week, Mr. Taw- 
ney has made a strong point of the 
fact that many manufacturers who 
have long been identified with the 
policy of protection for domestic indus- 
tries, and who desire to see that policy 
upheld in the future, have nevertheless 
reached a point when free raw mate- 
rials for the export trade have become 
an absolute necessity. Such manufac- 
turers deprecate tariff agitation of any 


kind, but are forced to face a situation | on the assumption that the foreign ma- 


which demands either a revision of the 
tariff schedules, to reduce or repeal the 
duties on raw materials, or such a 
liberalization of the drawback laws as 
will make it practicable to secure what 
the spirit of the law now concedes, but 
which cannot be obtained because of 
complicated and onerous’ regulations 
which may perhaps be justified by the 
letter of existing statutes. It is con- 
ceded, or course, that a policy of free 
raw materials for domestic consump- 
tion might have an injurious effect 
upon those engaged in the production 
of such materials in this country, and 
therefore the best public policy would 
point to more liberal drawback laws, 
which would supply free raw materials 
for the export trade only. These con- 
sideraticns have been laid before the 
Ways and Means Committee by Mr. 
Tawney with much force and have 
proven very effective. 

The advocates of more liberal draw- 
back laws are much pleased with the 
hearty indorsement of the movement 
given by Secretary Shaw in a letter 
to the chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, in which he says:— 


“Your letter of the 9th, asking my opin- 
ion of the Lovering bill, is received. The 
bill relates entirely to the subject of 
drawbacks, and is intended to encourage 
manufacture by lessening somewhat the 
complications of the present law. 

“Without expressing an opinion whether 
the bill might not be improved by re- 
drafting, I am convinced that its object 
is wise. The power of the Government to 
raise revenue is well-nigh limitless, and a 
liberal policy of drawbacks can be in- 
corporated with safety. The policy of the 
Government, I think, should be to protect 
the American market as far as possible 
for the American manufacturer, at the 
same time giving those who produce for 


foreign markets every possible encour- 
agement. The present drawback rules are 
at best complicated. The Department 


favors the most liberal laws in favor of 
drawbacks, even to the extent of the pol- 
icy pursued by France.” 

It is with considerable surprise, how- 
ever, in view of Secretary Shaw’s open 
advocacy of a liberal drawback policy, 
that the advocates of the Lovering bill 
have discovered that it is being syste- 
matically attacked by a subordinate 
official of the New York custom house, 
who has written a letter to Chairman 
Payne, which letter Mr. Payne has 
made public, in the course of which 
the following statement occurs:— 

“The meaning of Section 1 of the bill, 


from the phraseology employed, is v: e 
and obscure; but trom what 1 have 


learned from other sources, this section, 


terials used cannot in all cases be identi- 
fied in the exported articles, is to permit 
payment of drawback, in the nature of 
bounty, on the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United 
States from domestic materials, provided 
a like quantity of imported duty-paid ma- 
terials of the same general character as 
the domestic used can be traced to the 
possession of the manufacturer or pro- 
ducer for his use. If this theory or un- 
derstanding is correct, the bill is based 
= a false, and therefore a wrong hypoth- 
esis. 

It will probably be admitted that Sec- 
retary Shaw’s opinion is entitled to 
some weight in a matter involving the 
modification of an important customs 
statute, and the fact that he expresses 
his entire willingness to liberalize the 
present laws ‘‘even to the extent of the 
policy pursued by France,’ completely 
demolishes the argument of the sub- 
ordinate official above referred to. Un- 
der the French system an importer on 
the south coast of France, for example, 
is enabled to bring in a certain quanti- 
ty of foreign raw materials, paying the 
duty thereon, and to receive a certifi- 
cate which he can sell to a manufac- 
turer on the north coast, who may 
thereupon export a quantity of manu- 
factured goods produced from domestic 
materials of equal quantity and value 
with those represented by the certifi- 
cate, and receive back the duty paid by 
the party from whom the certificate 
was purchased. In all the tariff dis- 
cussions between the leading European 
countries in modern times no nation 
has ever conceived the idea of insisting 
that the execution of this drawback 
system involves the payment of a 
bounty. Had it been possible to main- 
tain such a contention, it goes without 
saying that in view of the fierce compe- 
tition between the principal manufac- 
turing countries of Europe, France 
would long ago have been compelled 
either to submit to the levying of coun- 
tervailing duties on products thus ex- 
ported, or to abandon her entire draw- 
back system. 


In addition to presenting the ob- 
jection to a more liberal drawback 
system above quoted, which it will be 
seen is wholly at variance with the 
views of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the subordinate official referred to 
takes up the subject of drawback paid 
on lead products manufactured from 
refined lead produced from imported 
bullion in bonded warehouse. Under 
the present practice goods so manufac- 


tured are eligible upon exportation to a 
drawback of but 90 per cent. of the 
duty paid on the imported bullion, al- 
though manufacturers using other ma- 
terials not prepared in bond are enti- 
tled to 99 per cent. of the duty paid 


thereon. Section 7 is assailed by the 
subordinate official referred to in a 
vague and involved statement, the 


point of which appears to be that inas- 
much as the duties on the imported 
bullion are paid by the smelter rather 
than by the manufacturer of the lead 
products who exports them, the latter 
is therefore entitled to receive back 
only 90 per cent. instead of 99 per cent. 
of the duties paid. The fallacy of this 
contention is, of course, apparent at a 
glance, for no one need be told that the 
smelter who pays the duties on the im- 
ported bullion adds them to the price 
of the refined lead which he sells to 
the manufacturer of lead products for 
export. To meet just this contention, 
the Selby Smelting & Lead Company, of 
San Francisco, Cal., has forwarded to 
Chairman Payne the following lucid 
and interesting statement:— 


“When refined lead has been produced 
by smelting from foreign ores, the pres- 
ent customs drawback law, in connection 
with the present tariff, permits, on the 
exportation of manufactures equal to 
90 per cent. of the lead imported in for- 
eign ores, a drawback which is practically 
equal to the duty paid on the refined lead 
withdrawn from bond, which duty is com- 

uted on the lead contained in the ores 
mported. In other words, when foreign 
ores have been the source of the lead, an 
exportation of 90 per cent. in pig lead will 
cancel the bond, or, the exportation of 9 
i cent. in manufactured articles will 

ring a drawback equal to the duty paid 
on the lead contained in the ores. 

‘In the case of refined lead produced 
from foreign lead bullion, an exportation 
of 90 per cent. in pig lead will cancel 
the bond the same as in case of refined 
lead derived from foreign ores; but if 
this 90 per cent. is in pig lead produced 
from foreign lead bullion, is withdrawn 
from bond, and duty paid thereon (which 
duty is computed at 2% cents per pound on 
the entire weight of the bullion imported), 
and this 90 per cent. is then manufactured 
and exported, only 90 per cent, of the duty 
paid is allowed as drawback, thereby 
handicapping the manufacturer to the ex- 
tent of 10 per cent. of the duty paid. 

“This difference of operation has been 
brought about from a difference in the 
wording of sections 181 and 182 of the 
tariff, the first referring to lead-bearing 
ores and the second to lead bullion, etc. 
You will note, if you refer to the tariff, 
that in section 181 lead-bearing ores of 
all kinds take a tariff rate of 1% cents per 
ound on the lead contained therein, while 
n section 192 lead bullion, etc., take a 
rate of cents per pound, no mention 
being made of the lead contained therein,

Production of Zinc by Electricity

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Preparation and Properties of 
Potassium Hydride. 
BY M. HENRI MOISSAN

| line layer of a hydride, through which 


the brilliant surface of the metal can 
be perceived unattacked. This hydride 
may be separated from the excess of 
metal, as I have previously pointed 
out, by exhaustion with liquefied am- 
moniacal gas free from every trace of 
moisture. The potassium is removed 
in the state of potass-ammonium, and 
a white substance remains, which is 
an alkaline hydride. I have sought to 


| prepare this compound by varying the 


time of the experiment and the tem- 
perature. 

I nave operated with potassium in 
the form of metallic wires in a small 
iron boat; this boat was arranged in a 
horizontal Bohemian glass tube, tra- 
versed by a current of pure and dry 
By employing the continu- 
it 
was easy to maintain in the glass tube 
a gaseous current, of tension superior 
to the atntospheric pressure, of about 
0.10 meter of mercury. On conducting 
this experiment in an iron bottle at 
350 degrees C., the boiling temperature 
of mercury, the formation of this hy- 
dride was quite slow. 

After eight or ten hours’ treatment 
it was seen that there was formed at 
one of the extremities of the boat, the 
one opposite to the entrance in the 
tube of the cold hydrogen gas, a small 
tuft of interlaced white crystals hav- 
ing the appearance of cotton filaments. 
Under these conditions, no metallic 
vapor was distilled, and the glass was 
not attacked. 

If the same experiment is repeated 
at about 440 degrees C., the boiling 
temperature of sulphur, metallic po- 
tassium is condensed in the cold por- 
tion of the tube, and there is formed 
on each side of the boat a thin ring of 
metal and a white ring of hydrogen. 
The glass is then attacked by potas- 
sium vapor. 

In order to obtain the potassium hy- 
dride, I preferred to heat gently the 
glass tube containing the boat at a 
temperature of 360 degrees C. in such 
a way that the lower part of the tube 
alone was raised to this temperature. 

Under these conditions, the hydride 
was formed quite readily and was con- 
densed on the upper part of the tube, 
the temperature of which was not so 
elevated. This simple arrangement 
secures a hot and cold tube, in which 
the hydride is condensed at a tempera- 
ture less than that of its decomposi- 
tion. Besides the small quantity of 
hydride dissociated furnishes potas- 
sium, which, occurring on a surface 
at 300 degrees C. in presence of a great 
excess of hydrogen, regenerates the 
hydride. Thus a coating of fine white 
needles is obtained, which, when the 
experiment is well conducted, does not 
contain free potassium. The crystals 
are a little larger and less changeable 
than those which are prepared by con- 
densation of the hydride in the form 
of a ring beyond the boat. 

When the experiment is terminated, 
the apparatus is allowed to cool, main- 
taining the current of the hydrogen; 
and then the boat containing the ex- 
cess of potassium is removed, and the 
glass tube containing the hydride is 
sealed at both extremities. 

PROPERTIES. — Potassium hydride 


‘ which I have knowledge. 





is one of the most changeable bodies of 
It fixes the 
moisture of the air with very great 
rapidity and is immediately decom- 
posed, disengaging the hydrogen and 
leaving the potash. It decomposes cold 
water at the ordinary temperature 
without incandescence, producing on 
contact the noise of red hot iron, with 
tumultuous disengagement of hydrogen 
gas. It is insoluble in oil of turpentine, 
benzine, ether and carbon sulphide. It 
is dissolved in fused potassium, Its 
density is about 0.80. It has been taken 
up by means of a mixture of benzine 
and oil of turpentine in such propor- 
tions that the hydride can be main- 
tained within the mixture. 

Heated in a vacuum at a tempera- 
ture lower than the dark red, it sep- 
arates into potassium and hydrogen. 
This property, as we shall see further 
on, has served to establish its com- 
position. If the temperature is slowly 
raised, this compound is dissociated 
before its complete decomposition, and 
in the cold part of the tube a white 
ring of hydrogen is reproduced by the 
side of a thin ring of metallic potas- 
sium. 

On contact with fluorine, cold, it 
takes fire immediately, and the heat 
disengaged at the outset of the combi- 
nation is such that the remaining hy- 
dride is decomposed violently, the hy- 
drogen combining with the flourine, 
and the potassium burning with more 
slowness in the excess of fluorine. 

Projected in an atmosphere of fluor- 
ine, it becomes incandescent and 
yields chlorhydric acid and potassium 
chloride, 

Potassium hydride takes fire in dry 
oxygen at the ordinary temperature, 
with a great disengagement of heat. 
Hydrated potash is formed, and a 
small quantity of water distilled. 
Handling it in the air is quite difficult. 
It takes fire on removal from the tube 
in which it has been prepared. 

In presence of fused sulphur the de- 
composition also occurs with igni- 
tion. Potassium sulphide and hydro- 
gen sulphide are collected. 

Very slowly heated in a current of 
carbonic acjd, the hydride reacts with 
incandescence. In hydrogen sulphide 
at a temperature slightly elevated it 
yields with incandescence potassium 
sulphide, with disengagement of hy- 
drogen. 

Mixed with cupric oxide and slightly 
heated, it reduces these oxides and 
sets the metal (lead or copper) at lib- 
erty. 

In liquefied ammoniacal gas at the 
ordinary temperature, potassium hy- 
dride does not furnish combinations. 
On the contrary, in a sealed tube it 
yields with liquid ammonia, cold, a 
combination soluble in an excess of 
ammonia, Heated at about 400 deg. C. 
in a current of ammoniacal gas it 
yields potassium amidide. 

Analysis.—The determination of po- 
tassium hydride has been accomplished 
in two different ways:— 

A determined weight of the hydride 
was placed in a Bohemian glass tube 
in communication with a mercury 
blowing machine. The hydride, under 
these conditions, is stable at the or- 
dinary temperature, but when slightly 
heated, it separates into potassium and 
hydrogen. The hydrogen gas is col- 
lected and measured in a test tube 
filled with mercury, and the potassium 
condensed in the tube and afterward 
brought in contact with water. The 
metal furnishes a volume, calculated 
at 0 deg. and at 760 mm. of pressure, 
nearly equal to hydrogen gas. 

This first experiment indicates that 
the composition of the hydride re- 
sponds to the formula KH. By means 
of eudiometric analyses I have as- 
sured myself of the purity of the hy- 
drogen gas thus prepared. 

Analyses 1, 2 and 3 were made by de- 
composing in vacuum a small quan- 
tity of hydride by means of heat. The 
hydrogen was collected, measured, and 
its volume ascertained at 0 deg. and 
760 mm. Afterward, the potassium was 
left to oxidize slowly in presence of 
the moist air, free from carbonic acid, 
and the potash formed was afterward 
determined. 

These new analyses respond also 
to the formula KH. They have yield- 


ed the following figures:— 
Theory 
(1) (2) (3) for KH. 
Potassium . 97.6 97.6 97.49 97.5 
Hydrogen ........ 2.3 2.4 2.5 2.5 


Conclusions.—By the action of hydro- 
gen on potassium at a temperature of 
360 deg. C. a white crystallized hy- 
dride is obtained, of the formula KH, 
instantaneously decomposable by 
water; taking fire, cold, in fluorine, in 
chlorine, and in dry oxygen; possessing 
very energetic reducing properties, and 
similar in appearance and properties to 
the calcium hydride I have previously 
described.

and on this difference in wording appar- 
ently the Treasury Department has ruled 
that only 90 per cent. of the duty paid can 
be allowed as drawback when the man- 
ufacturing is done from lead produced 
from lead bullion and the articles export- 
ed, while if this same 90 per cent. is ex- 
ported in the pig-lead shape the whole 
bond will be canceled. The proposed ad- 
dition to the so-caled Lovering bill is in- 
tended to correct this inconsistency and 
thereby enable manufacturers to profita- 


bly use lead produced from lead bullion 
as well as that produced from foreign 
ores. Lead from foreign lead bullion is 


much more abundant than lead produced 
from foreign ores, and this change, if 
made, will be of material benefit to all 
lead manufacturers. 

“The only practical question as we view 
it, as far as the Government is con- 
cerned, is whether this law will give op- 
portunities for fraud, As no change is 
made in the Government regulations for 
inspection, we cannot see how the Gov- 
ernment can be defrauded in the opera- 
tions of this law. The same affidavits of 
manufacturers are required under the pro- 
posed law as under the present law, the 
only difference between the old law and 
the proposed law being that substitution 
is permited under the new law and identi- 
fication is required under the old law. 
As it stands to-day there is more chance 
of fraud than under the new law, es- 
pecially where the domestic and foreign 
articles are practically alike and where 
even the most rigid Government inspec- 
tion will fail to detect the difference. 

“The explanations we have given you 
with reference to the lead business will 
show you that no inspection on the part 
of the Government could detect any differ- 
ence between foreign and domestic lead, 
as there is no difference whatever in this 
lead as produced by a smelter. It would 
be possible under the present law if a 
manufacturer had no regard for his oath 
to swear that lead goods had been made 
from foreign lead, while he might have 
actually substituted domestic lead, 

“The Government at present, as far as 
the lead business is concerned, has to rely 
entirely on the honesty of the manufac- 
turer to do lawfully what he could do un- 
lawfully under the present law with per- 


fect impunity. We are of the opinion 
that the same line of reasoning will 
apply to manufactures from other ma- 


terials, and that no harm, but only good, 
can come by the proposed change.”’ 

The Committee of Manufacturers, or- 
ganized to promote legislation to liber- 
alize the drawback laws, will continue 
their campaign of education during the 
coming congressional recess and hope 
to be able to pass a satisfactory bill 
early in the next Congress.

Drawback on Alcohol. 
Feb. 13, 1903. 


The Treasury Department has issued 
a series of regulations upon the appli- 
cation of the Palisade Manufacturing 
Company, of Yonkers, N. Y., for the al- 
lowance of drawback of duty paid on 
imported alcohol entering into the pro- 
duction of a variety of medicinal prep- 
arations. <A feature of these regula- 
tions is a provision for the allowance 
of drawback on the preparations re- 
ferred to when exyorted in bulk. They 
are as follows:— 


“On the exportation of certain medicinal 
preparations known as hemaboloids-arsen- 
iated (with strychnia), hemaboloids, kola- 
cardinettes, and borolyptol manufactured 
by the Palisade Manufacturing Company, 
of Yonkers, N. Y., in the manufacture of 
which no other than imported alcohol was 
used, a drawback will be allowed equal in 
amount to the duty paid on the alcohol so 
used, less the legal deduction of 1 per 
cent. 

“The preliminary entry must show sep- 
arately for each product the marks and 
numbers of the shipping packages, with 
their contents, and the number of bottles 
of a given nominal size contained in each 
package. The average quantity of the sev- 
eral preparations contained in each nominal 
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size of bottle and in each shipping pack- 


age must also be shown in the said entry, 
together with the percentage of absolute 
alcohol appearing in the finished product. 
Each package must be marked to show its 
contents, described by the number of car- 
tons and the number of bottles of each 
nominal size contained therein. 

“The drawback entry must show the to- 
tal number of gallons of each kind of 
preparation exported, the percentages and 
quantities of absolute alcohol appearing 
therein, the percentages and quantities 
of such alcohol to be added thereto, re- 
spectively, to compensate for losses in 
manufacture, and the aggregate quantity 
of absolute alcohol consumed in the sev- 
eral manufactures on which drawback of 
duty is claimed. The said entry must 
further show, in addition to the usual 
averments, that the exported articles of 
the several kinds were manufactured of 
materials and in the manner set forth in 
the manufacturer’s sworn statement. 

“In liquidation, the quantity of absolute 
alcohol which may be taken as the basis 
for the allowance of drawback may be the 
quantity consumed, as shown in the draw- 
back entry, but in no case shall it exceed 
by proportion for each preparation the 
quantity shown for the corresponding 
preparation in the sworn schedules at- 
tached to and forming a part of the man- 
ufacturer’s statement, hereinbefore men- 
tioned. Samples may be taken or sworn 
samples furnished, as ordered by the col- 
lector, for required determinations, 

“Entries covering any of the foregoing 
preparations exported in bulk or in pack- 
ages different from those shown in the 
schedules herein referred to may be liqui- 


dated, a detailed sworn statement being 
first filed by the manufacturer, setting 
forth clearly the changes made, which 


statement shall be officially verified.”’

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


General trade conditions have con- 
tinued highly satisfactory, and al- 
though the week has been a _ broken 


one the volume of business has shown 
no falling off. An evidence of the ex- 
ceptionally large movement of mer- 
chandise and various products is found 
in the difficulties of the transportation 


companies to move promptly the! 
freight offered. Notwithstanding the 
efforts made to meet requirements 


there is congestion of freight at many 
points, but the trunk lines promise 
early relief by the use of every car 
and locomotive available and by add- 
ing new cars as fast as they can be 
constructed. In the lines of trade rep- 
resented by The Reporter a decided 
improvement is reported in the de- 
mand for drugs, while the movement 


in dyestuffs has shown an increase, 
notwithstanding the holiday. Chemi- 
cals have been in good request, but 


in this line the interruption has been 
felt, while complaints are still heard of 
tardy movement of freight. Paints 
show some improvement, but an ac- 
tive movement is not expected before 
next month, although some contracts 
for early Spring delivery are being 
placed. Oils have done somewhat bet- 
ter during the past week and _ the 
mineral oils continue in active demand. 
The industrial situation, while affected 
by threatened labor complications in 
some sections, continues satisfactory. 
The more important industries, it is 
claimed, enjoy a degree of prosperity, 
equaling that of last year, and plants 
are running full time with contracts 
offering without stint. Some _ uncer- 
tainty, however, is noticeable in the 
building trades, owing to the extrava- 


gant demands made by skilled arti- 
sans, and should these be_ insisted 
upon it will cause suspension of opera- 
tions, the effects of which would be 
far reaching. The labor’ situation, 
while showing no important change, 
causes more apprehension, as_ the 
strike fever is apparently spreading 
and growing stronger. The demands 


made in many cases are not only for 
a higher wage rate, but also shorter 
hours, and it is contended that if these 
are granted it will result in serious 
losses in many cases and in others a 
suspension of operations. In the build- 
ing trades, it is claimed, the !imit has 
been reached, and under present con- 
ditions contractors are obliged to pro- 
tect themselves by strike clauses in 
their contracts, and this tends to check 
the starting of new building enter- 
prises, many being held in abeyance 
awaiting the outcome of the ever in- 
creasing demands of organized labor. 
There were fewer new strikes reported 
during the week, and none of great ex- 
tent. The great agricultural staples, 
cotton alone excepted, have developed 


a weakening tendency and all close 
lower, while cotton has advanced. 
Wheat opened on Monday at 82%c., 


and after selling at %c. higher devel- 
oped a weakening tendency, which be- 
came quite pronounced later and re- 
sulted in a decline to 81%c. on Friday, 
this being the closing price for May 
delivery. Corn was apparently influ- 
enced by the price of wheat and de- 
clined to 5l%c. on Wednesday, but 
closed on Friday at 515%c. for May de- 
livery, the range for the week having 
been 514%,@52%c. Oats weakened some- 
what in sympathy with the other cer- 
eals, sales being made at 425%c. until 
Friday, when the prices receded to 
42%c. for May delivery. Cotton devel- 
oped strength as the week advanced.

Trade has been more or less broken 
during the week by the holidays. Out- 
side of the deliveries upon existing 
contracts of alkali, caustic and bleach, 
which have been unusually large, new 
business has been unimportant. There 
is still more or less talk of a possible 
advance in the near future to cover the 
enhanced cost of the above articles, 
but so far nothing definite has been 
done. Brimstone is firm for shipment.

Nothing new has come 
to hand regarding the Calcutta auc- 
tions. Lewis & Peats report the re- 
cent London sales as follows:— 

The first periodical sale of the year opened 
and terminated on Monday, January 26. Two 
thousand one hundred and fifty chests were 
catalogued, consisting of 1,541 chests Bengal, 
Oude, ete.; 349 chests Kurpah, 29 chests Ma- 
dras, chests Bimlipstan, 175 chests not 
printed or withdrawn; total, 2,150 chests; of 
these 885 were sold, leaving 1,265 withdrawn. 
The attendance of buyers was larger and the 
buying more general than has been apparent 
at our quarterly sales for a very long time. 
A large quantity of old lots that have been 
offering in the market for a considerable time 
found buyers at prices which have hitherto 
been quite unobtainable, and in face of re- 
ports from Calcutta of the poor demand for 
inferior grades, still there was a brisk de- 
mand in our auctions and free buying. The 
low rates prevailing during the earlier part 
of the Calcutta season, and especially for 
the ordinary qualities of Bengals and _ Tir- 
hoots, and a consequent sharp decline on the 
terminal market, might have led to serious 
depression in the prices of spot indigo here, 
had not importers refused to be influenced by 
these considerations and held their shipments 
for full rates. This has had the effect of not 
only stimulating London, but also the Calcutta 
market, where a better demand has been ap- 
parent, and a rise of about 10 rupees for 
nearly all qualities on the opening rates been 
established, and terminal quotations have 
likewise shown a decided improvement. With 
so small a crop from Calcutta, and with a 
strong demand from both Suez and Japan for 
the good and fine qualities, shipments to this 
market are likely to be exceptionally small 
and barely sufficient for trade requirements, 
and while very high rates may not be de- 
sirable, yet the present moderate scale of 
prices existing is, we think, fully justified 
and likely to continue. The prices realized 
for Bengals and ‘Tirhoots were fully those 
obtained in October, with the exception of 
fine, Which was 2@3d. per pound dearer. 
Oudes sold at about par. Kurpah, when of 
desirable quality, sold with some competition 
at a slight advance. Other qualities were not 
so saleable.
